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Action Line 


Is there a state law for the purpose of 


putting all four different precincts in 
Navarro County under one road crew 
superintendent? If so, what county official 
should see that this law is enforced and 
why doesn't he enforce the law? 
; There is such a provision in the state 
law, County Judge Rob Dunn said, but it is 
at the option of the county commissioners 
court and that local body has never elected 
to use the option. 


Known as the "Unit System" of road 


maintainance, the law would allow one 
'supervisor and common equipment to 
maintain all the roads in the county, rather 
than having each commissioner act as 
superintendent of his precinct, as is the 
case here. 


Dunn defended the current system by 


noting that the unit system was normally 
used in counties that have unequal 
precincts, in terms of surface miles of 
roadways and bridges. That is not the case 
here, Dunn said, because each of the four 
precincts in Navarro County has about 300 
surface miles of roadway. 


"The county commissioners are closest 


to the people themselves," Dunn said, 
"and, unlike an appointed unit supervisor, 
they are elected by the people." 


Dunn said that for that reason, the 


present system can more easily be 
monitored by voters. 


If the set salary for a Justice of the 


Peace is $13,000 a year, why wouldn't a JP 
from Frost get the same amount? A recent 
"Action Line" said that that position was 
unfilled because of a low salary. JP's don't 
work on a fee system any more. 


The "set salary" for a JP is not $13,000, 


it is whatever a county 'commissioner's 
court establishes it at, which in Frost js 
about $600 a year, County Judge Rob Dunn 
explained. 


Noting that a constitutional amendment 


changed 
the traditional practice of 


establishing a JP's salary based on his 
fees, Dunn said that those fees nonethe- 
less play a part in how much com- 
missioners decide to pay each JP. 


"The commissioners 
established the 


salaries based on certain guidelines that 
included the number of cases handled by 
each JP the year preceding when the law 
went into effect, what type cases were 
handled, and the amount in fees that was 
collected," Dunn explained. 


He further noted the majority of cases 


handled by rural JP's are inquests rather 
than court cases, which he said was also a 
factor. 


Can you tell me something about the 


local humane society? What exactly does 
it do? How can someone get involved in 
this work, and what would a volunteer do? 


Mrs. B.R. Hammonds, president of the 


Navarro County Humane Society, said the 
local group has several projects but 
concentrates its main effort with the 
Friends of Animals, Inc. program. That 
program provides for the spaying of 
animals where the owner cannot afford 
such cost and is designed to reduce and 
control the growing animal population. 


Financed 
primarily 
through the 


donation cannisters found at local stores, 
the humane society also helps at the city 
animal shelter and investigates com- 
plaints of abandoned or injured animals. 


Where possible, Mrs. Hammond said, 


the group pays for veterinary care of those 
animals if the owner cannot do so. 
Volunteers would help investigate such 
complaints, and help out at the shelter. 


You can contact the Humane Society by 


writing them locally at P.O. Box 1732, or 
leave your name and number with the city 
animal shelter, reached through the 
government center's main phone number, 
and Mrs. Hammonds will, contact you. 


"Action Line" was in error, in part, in 


Friday's answer concerning restrictions 
on garage sales in the city. Garage sales 
MAY be held without permit or restriction 
in areas zoned General Retail, Central 
Area, Commercial, Industrial-1, and 
Planned Development. The only area 
where such sales may not be held are 
areas zoned Industrial-2. 


In other areas of the city, a $1 permit is 


required to hold a sale and the sale may 
not last more than two days.

Sun's recent article on glue sniff ing among 
school-age children in Corsicana. What 
type drug abuse education program does 
the local school district have? 


Corsicana school students receive drug 


abuse education from a number of sour- 
ces, both in the schools and outside. A 
number 
of 
churches 
and 
youth 


organizations, for example, have their own 
programs in addition to the schools science 
and health classes. Juvenile Officer Lewis 
Palos is also currently planning trips to all 
schools in the district with still another 
program on the dangers and hazards of 
such abuses. 


And, at Monday night's school board 


meeting, trustees will consider a state- 
funded program of drug education and 
crime prevention education for the 
students, slated to begin next year. 


Such a program, funded through the 


Educational Service Center, would pay the 


' district 90 cents per Average Daily At- 
' tendance unit for the education, School 
Supt Joe Lindsey has advised board 
members prior to Monday's meeting. But 
the district must then develop an in- 
dependent program of drug education 
funded with that amount. Lindsey said he 
feels that the district would be unable to 
develop an adequate drug program with 
such limited funds. 


An alternative, he noted, would be to join 


a co-op program with other schools 
through the Educational Service Center, 
thereby gaining the services of the con- 
sultants of the Service Center and all the 
material available to use that would give 
the district a complete program. 


That will be Lindsey's recommendation 


to the board at Monday's meeting, with an 
eye toward implementing the program 
into the curriculum by the next school 
year.

of Mayor Sue Youngblood. 


During the roll call on the rate 


hike, Comms. Jim Lightfoot, 
who came late and left im- 
mediately following the vote, 
and Wayne Norris voted in 
favor of the increase while Mrs. 
Youngblood joined Comm. R. A. 
Armistead 
in voting 
"no." 


Stroube abstained. 


Stroube then interrupted Mrs.

Norris asked about the extent 


;of the private club at the motel's 
restaurant, 
saying 
he had 


received several 
complaints 


from 
people 
that allowing 


people to bring drinks from the 
bar into the dining room was 
"diminishing the atmosphere of 
:the dining room." 


Norvell explained that the 


entire building was designated 
by state law as a private club 
and he explained later, with 
Stewart's help, the motel guests 
are allowed club privileges as 
guests of the innkeeper, and are 
not charged until they check out 
of the motel. 


Armistead objected to the 


fact that after "voting a whole 
area dry," people "set up wet 
spots" in the form of private 
clubs. 


Stewart answered that this 


matter, too, was set up by state 
law. 


The commission also ex- 


pressed some doubts about 
another zoning change and 


other land use related matters. 


W.C. McCurdy's request for a 


change from general retail to 
commercial for a used car lot at 
619 W. 7th was passed 3-0-1, 
after the commission worried 
about 
the 
permancence 
of 


zoning changes. 


As had been the case with 


many members of the Plann- 
ing and Zoning Commission, 
some of the city commissioners 
had been voting zoning changes 
to the people applying for them, 
not realizing this was a per- 
manent change to the permitted 
function of the land. 


Mrs. Youngblood abstained 


from this voting because her 
husband is in business with 
McCurdy. 


J.A. Penney Sr. appeared to 


object to the city's proposal to 
prohibit parking on 7th St. 
between E. 1st and the Cotton 
Belt tracks. 


Penney explained that such 


an ordinance would eliminate 
the "only parking place for our 
place of business." 


The Highway Dept. has said it 


would stripe 7th St. for left turn 
lanes if the city would prohibit 
parking along the street. 


Stroube .appeared somewhat 


angered to hear Penney's ob- 
jection, saying he had asked the 
city forces to check with Penney 


specifically prior to taking any 
action on the project. 


"I was assured somebody 


would look into it," Stroube 
said. 


Stroube's contention that "I 


'don't think we should jeopardize 
a man's business for stripes 
down the street" was agreed to 
by the rest of the commission 
and the matter, which had 
already passed Us first reading, 
was tabled to see if the Highway 
Dept. will make 
any con- 


cessions in its specifications for 
the striping. 


In another zoning matter, the 


commission 
approved 
Ira 


Dunn's request for a mobile 
home permit at 1705 E. 10th. 


The commission also heard a 


report from Municipal Services 
Director Delma Ware on the 
progress of boat ramps at Lakes 
Halbert and Corsicana. 


Ware said that Lake Halbert 


had been approved for $20,000 in 
state funding for the boat ramp 
project and that Lake Corsicana 
was the first alternate on the list 
of projects funded solely by the 
state. 


He added that chances are 


good both projects will be 
started this year and that if the 
Lake Corsicana project does not 
receive funding this year it will 
be resubmitted next year. 


Ford ordered to give taped 
deposition in Fromme trial 


Youngblood as she recounted 
the voting (a tie vote would 
have killed the request) to 
change his abstention to a vote 
in favor of the measure. 


Stroube 
had 
earlier 
in- 


terrupted the mayor as she was 
declaring Lightfoot's motion for. 
passage of the increase dead for 
the lack of a second after about 
10 seconds had passed without a 
second to the motion. 


In changing his mind to cast 


the 
deciding vote, Stroube 


changed the position he stated 
Aug. 19 that he would not vote 
for a utility rate hike unless all 
members of the commission 
voted "aye." 


Prefacing his remarks by 


saying "I'm going to see that 
petty politics doesn't take its 
place here," Stroube was in- 
terrupted 
himself 
by 
Mrs. 


Youngblood who said 
"Mr. 


Stroube, 
we've heard 
this 


before ... and I don't think it's 
very ethical of you to impungn 
the motives of your colleagues 
just because you don't happen 
to agree." 


Stroube denied he was im- 


pugning anyone's motives and 
then asked to comment prior to 
changing his vote. 


He said he thinks it difficult 


for 
non-business people 
to 


realize 
the 
importance 
of 


adequate utilities "not only to 
satisfy present 
commercial 


needs but also our future 
requirements." 


He continued that the only 


way to insure adequate utilities 
is to insure the utility com- 
panies of making "a satisfac- 
tory 
return 
on 
their 
in- 


vestment." 


Mrs. Youngblood answered 


Stroube's claim that he was 
insuring the people of Corsicana 
with a service they need by 
saying "I believe I have a 
broader 
overview 
of 
the 


people's needs and problems ... 
and they do not want a rate 
increase; they cannot stand a 
rate increase." 


In making his motion to pass 


the increase, 
Lightfoot 
ex- 


pressed the same sentiment, 
explaining in the past 16 months 
his company has changed its 
prices 11 times and that he 
would "hate to be locked into a 
firm price on my produce." 


Saying he considered the last 


request 
"a 
little 
steep," 


Lightfoot, who was absent when 
it was voted down, called the 
new Bell rates "reasonable." 


As he had done when Bell 


requested an 18.4 per cent in- 
crease 
earlier 
this 
fall, 


Armistead 
objected to 
the 


proposed increase because "the 
rate payers need relief, too" 


and because Bell's profit pic- 
ture the last ten years has 
shown consistent increases. 


Referring to a Sept. 29 issue of 


"Outlook," Armistead said that 
publication 
reported 
AT&T 


stock "up again last quarter" 
and destined to surpass "last 
year's record." 


Armistead also questioned 


the 
practice 
of not 
using 


revenue secured locally through 
interstate and intrastate calls 
made 
from 
Corsicana 
to 


determine the fair rate of 
return. 


Local Bell manager 
Jim 


Acker, 
who presented 
his 


company's case, explained that 
he is bound by federal law to use 
only local figures in deter- 
mining rates. 


Earlier, Acker explained that 


this new increase will cost local 
business customers about eight 
cents 
per 
day 
and 
local 


residential customers about 2.5 
cents daily. 


He also reported a present 


fair rate of return of 1.59 per 
cent as opposed to the 3.49 per 
cent in the new request and the 
"up to eight per cent" fair rate 
of return for utilities provided 
by state statute. 


While upwards of 90 people 


were at the meeting prior to 
opening of bids for two sewer 
contracts, 
only 
a 
handful 


remained when the rate in- 
crease question was discussed. 


August 
Wendorf 
spoke 


against granting the rate hike, 
asking the commission to set up 
a city-wide workshop at which 
the phone company would have 
to justify its requests. He said a 
similar session in 1960 resulted 
in saving Corsicanans $40,000 a 
year from 1960 to 1971. 


Wendorf also questioned his 


own phone bill for the past 80 
months and added that Bell 
does not include profits from 
"sideline 
things" 
like 
an- 


swering services and straight 
line connections. 


Stroube left the commission 


chambers 
midway 
through 


Wendorf's talk, returning once 
Wendorf had finished.

passes its second reading at the

city 
commission 


meeting, Corsicana one party 
residential rates will increase 
from 
$6.25 monthly to $7; 


business rates will increase 
from $13.50 monthly to $16.25; 
and party line service would 
remain at $4.90 monthly. 


One increase not previously 


mentioned by Acker is the 
doubling of pay phone rates 
from 10 cents to 20 cents per 
call.

dered to give a video tape de- 
position as a defense witness 
for Lynette Fromme, who is ac- 
cused of attempting to assassi- 
nate him. 


U.S. 
District Court Judge 


Thomas MacBride issued the 
order Tuesday. He said Ford's 
deposition could be taken "at 
the White House or any other 
place convenient for the Presi- 
dent." 


The jury at Miss Fromme's 


trial then could view the taped 
deposition. The trial is sched- 
uled to begin Nov. 4. 


But MacBride refused to or- 


der Ford to appear personally 
at the trial to testify about 
what he saw Sept. 5 when Miss 
Fromme allegedly pointed a 
loaded pistol at him as he 
walked to the state Capitol. 


The gun did not go off and 


Ford was not hurt. 


MacBride ordered that Ford's 


testimony be taken within 10 
days. Asst. U.S. Atty. Donald 
Heller said he expected to hear 
from the White House on the 
order by Friday. 


Miss 
Fromme's 
court-ap- 


pointed 
counsel, John Virga, 


said Ford might be able to re- 
fute statements by other wit- 
nesses that the gun clicked as 
if the trigger had been pulled. 


"One of the 
prosecution's 


main points is that the gun 
clicked," Virga told newsmen. 
"Our contention is that it never 
happened. 


"President Ford was one of 


the people who was in the best 
position to say. His testimony 
could be very significant on the 
issue of whether or not she ac- 
tually intened to kill him." 


Officers say they found a 


magazine 
containing 
four 


rounds in the .45-caliber pistol 
they took away from Miss 
Fromme. But there was no 
round in the firing chamber 
and the weapon could not have 
fired, they add. 


MacBride noted that Ford 


said in an FBI statement that 
he could not remember hearing 
a click sound when the pistol 
was pointed at him. 


But MacBride added, "He 


could be examined further on 
the subject." 


Virga asked that Ford appear 


in court, but he said a video 
tape deposition was acceptable. 


No president in office has ap- 


peared as a criminal trial wit- 
ness. Thomas Jefferson sent a 
letter to a court in a civil case 
while he was in office, and 
Richard Nixon submitted writ- 
ten answers under oath to a list 


of 
court-approved questions 


during the White House plumb- 
ers' trial in July 1974. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen said in Washington 
that Ford would have no com- 
ment on MacBride's order "be- 
cause the matter is being han- 
dled by the Justice Depart- 
ment/; 
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Indonesian sailor

and clubbed his ship's four offi- 
cers to death and sank the ship 
after he was cut on the eye in a 
shipboard accident involving 
one of his superiors. 


"The last one was the cap- 


lain," Gun Supardi, 23, said in 
a statement filed Tuesday in 
U.S. District Court. "I stabbed 
him with the knife in the hand, 
stomach and face."

troduced at a hearing on In- 
donesian efforts to return Su- 
pardi 
and three other In- 


donesian seamen from' the ill- 
fated freighter Mimi to In- 


donesia. 


Judge Peter Fay denied In- 


donesia's request and ordered 
Supardi, the other three sea- 


men, and the Mimi's cook held 
for another hearing. 


Turkish diplomat killed 


VIENNA, Austria (AP) — 


Three men armed with subma- 
chine guns stormed into the 
Turkish Embassy at noon today 
and killed the ambassador, po- 
lice and Foreign Ministry offi- 
cials said. The three escaped in 
a white Mercedes-Benz. 


Turkish diplomats told Aus- 


trian police they believed the 
killers of Danis Tunaligil, 60, 
were "English-speaking Gre- 
eks." 
But police said they 


had no independent information 
to confirm this. 


Greece and Turkey have a 


long rivalry over Cyprus, which 
was worsened when Turkish 


forces invaded the Mediterra- 
nean island in July 1974. Tur- 
kish troops still occupy part of 


the island, which has a Turkish 
minority and Greek majority 
population.

CHICAGO (AP) - The Rock 


Island Line has been sputtering 
out of financial difficulty, offi- 
cials say, but its management 
and a Chicago financier are 
headed for a collision over 
whether the railroad should 
keep rolling. 


"Both the economy and the 


Rock Island are building back," 
said President John Ingram, 
who has been trying to save the 
line since it filed last March for 
the 
railroad's 
third 


reorganization under federal 
bankruptcy laws. 


But Henry Crown, head of 


General Dynamics in Chicago, 
said the railroad should sell its 
more than $400 million in equip- 


ment and go out of business. 


"The only time the Rock 


Island makes money is when 
there's a good harvest. The 
Rock Island is in horrible 
shape," said Crown, whose 
family holds about 8 per cent of 
the railroad's 2.9 million shares 
of stock and $34.4 million worth 
of Rock Island bonds and de- 
bentures. 


The railroad, known officially 


as the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railroad Co., has lost 
more than $100 million since 
1964, primarily because Rock 
Island officials had expected a 
merger with the Union Pacific 
in 1962. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission delayed its 


decision until 1974 when the Un- 
ion Pacific's interest had lagged 
and the Rock Island had 
deteriorated further. 


Yet the summer months of 


1975 were some of the best in 
recent years for the Rock 
Island, which has 7,300 miles of 
track serving more than 700 
communities and 1,700 grain 
elevators in 13 Midwestern 
states. 


Adminstrative costs have 


been trimmed substantially, 
and its bank balance has in- 
creased from $200,000 to $13 
million since March. Ingram 
predicted that the railroad may 
be able to turn a profit, exluding 
expenses for capital con- 


struction, by the end of the year. 


About 3,800 employes, 
in- 


cluding 400 executives, have 
been cut from the payroll since 
Jan. 1 to bring the total work 
force down to 8,200, said Vice 
President John Mitros. The 
number of persons on expense 
accounts has been cut from 
about 1,500 to 300, saving an es- 
timated $500,000 a year on 
lunches alone, he said. 


"If we can keep our costs un- 


der control the way we have in 
the last two months, and if the 
general economy, turns up, we 
could become one of the richest 
railroads in the country," said 
William Gibbons, the court-ap- 
pointed trustee for the railroad.

Even so, reorganization usu- 


ally takes a long time. It took 
five years from 1915 to 1920 for 
the Rock Island's first reorga- 
nization, and 15 years when the 
railroad was reorganized in 
1948. 


Ingram, who came to the 


Rock Island in November after 
serving as head of the Federal 
Railroad Administration, said 
that the railroad has been mis- 
managed in the past.

evitable. He also said that other 
carriers and trucks can assume 
the Rock Island's service areas. 


"Wouldn't your patience run

Barge. Both of these companies 
are highly competitive with 
certain sections of the Rock 
Island for grain trade. 


Crown branded the charges 


as ludicrous and added: "All 
Ingram must be thinking of is 
delay. He's not qualified to run 
it (the railroad)." 


Whatever the case, trustee 


Gibbons seems trapped in a 
power struggle.

Urban officials say they are 


afraid a New York City default 
will trigger financial crisis in 
other metropolitan areas, in- 
cluding some that are in sound 
fiscal condition. 


Cities already are finding it 


harder to borrow money, to sell 
their bonds. They are forced to 
pay higher interest rates. 


"The investor ... is afraid of a 


New York situation and doesn't 
have the information about 
whether it exists in other 
cities," said Frank Strahs- 
meier, a partner in William R. 
Hough & Co., a bond trader in 
St. Petersburg, Fla. 


Although the Ford adminis- 


tration has steadfastly refused 
to bail out New York, federal 
officials are beginning to admit 
that a default could have 
serious implications for the rest 
of the country. 


An Associated Press study 


shows that no other city even 
comes close to New York in 
terms of the seriousness of its 
financial problems. 


Let's look at the financial 


health of some of the big cities. 


Standard & Poor's Municipal 


Bond Selector showed that as of 
the end of August, New York 
City owed more money, in both 
absolute and relative terms, 
than any other city. 


What does that mean? 


In absolute terms, New York 


City's overall bonded debt for 
which the city taxpayers are 
responsible was $7.7 billion. The 
next closest city was Chicago, 
with an over-all bonded debt of 
$1.2 billion. 


Economists also measure 


debt in relative terms, however, 
comparing it to the number of 
residents, to the value of the 
city's property and to the in- 
come of its citizens. 


The New York per capita debt 


was $983, equal to 9.4 per cent of 
the city's property value. Per 
capita debt represented 
just 


over 20 per cent of per capita 
income. 


In Chicago, the nation's sec- 


ond largest city, per capita debt 
was $363, equal to 3.8 per cent of 
property value. Per capita debt 
represented only 7 per cent of 
per capita income. 


A look at 20 of the nation's 


largest cities shows no other 
city where per capita debt is 
more than 15 per cent of per 
capita income. 


The runner-up to New York, 


according to Standard & Poor's, 
is Pittsburgh, where per capita 
debt is 14.9 per cent of per 
capita income and overall debt 
represents 10.3 per cent of 
property value. 


Pittsburgh, however, gets an 


AA rating from Standard & 
Poor's on its municipal bonds,

believes the Pennsylvania city 
is very unlikely to default or fail 
to pay part of its debt on time. 


The higher a city's bond rat- 


ing, the easier it is for the city to 
raise money and the lower the 
interest rate it will have to pay. 
(The highest rating, AAA, in- 
dicates that the experts believe 
the quality of city management 
is superior and the payment of 
the bond when it falls due is a 
virtual certainty; the double-A 
bond is only slightly less certain 
to be paid off on time.) 


Standard & Poor's suspended 


New York City's rating on its 
general obliga tion bonds — 
long-term debt — last spring 


and has not restored it. 


Why does Pittsburgh get a 


double-A while New York City 
doesn't get a rating at all? 


One reason is that debt isn't 


the only factor taken into con- 
sideration by Standard & Poor's 
and Moody's Investor Service, 
the other main rating agency. 


They also look at long-range 


local improvement plans, at 
general financial operations, at 
the over-all health of the re- 
gion's economy and at spend- 
ing. 


New York City has, for many 


years, engaged in a series of 
budgeting techniques criticized 
by economists. It has borrowed 
money, year after year, on a 


short-term basis to cover defi- 
cits that occurred when reve- 
nues didn't live up to ex- 
pectations and spending ex- 
ceeded them. Pittsburgh has 
not. 


New York City also spends 


more money on various serv- 
ices, paying for items like wel- 
fare and education which, in 
other areas, are financed by 
county, state and federal gov- 
ernments or by separate taxing 
districts. 


The Tax Foundation Inc. re- 


ports that for fiscal'1973, the 
latest year for which complete 
statistics are available, New 
York spent $1,224 for every 
resident, including $296 for edu- 


cation and $315 on weltare. 
Pittsburgh spent $216 per resi- 
dent, including less than a dime 
on welfare and education com- 
bined. 


If no one else is in as bad 


shape as New York, why is ev- 
prvone so worried? 


"New York's problems ... 


have a snowballing effect on the 
marketplace," said Henry G. 
Simmons, the New Orleans 
director of finance.

Prosecutors pressing 
in cattle fraud trial 


OMAHA, Neb (AP)-Govern- 


ment attorneys went to the 
bread and butter of their case 
Tuesday in the conspiracy and 
fraud trial of Frank R. West, 
oresident and founder of Amer- 
ican 
Beef 
Packers, Inc., 


(ABP). However, after the first 
six days of the trial, the gov- 
ernment has not produced a 
witness to directly link West 
and his top aide, Robert E. 
Lee, in a conspiracy. Lee faces 
the same charges that have 
been filed against West, while 
ABP as a corporation, and its 
wholly-owned subsidiary, Beef- 
land International, Inc., of 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, are also 
on trial on charges of fraud by 
mail and wire. 


U.S. 
District Court Judge 


Robert V. Denney is hearing 
the case without a jury. 


According to a 105-count in- 


dictment handed down against 
the four defendants last August, 
West 
and 
Lee 
allegedly 


schemed to defraud Midwestern 
livestock producers of more 


than $20 million by purchasing 
cattle with bad checks. As a 
portion of the scheme, the pros- 
ecution also claims that ABP 
officials diverted funds due the 
firms largest creditor, 
and 


mainline source of financing, 
General Electric Credit Corp., 
(GECC) of Stamford, Conn. 


The conspiracy, according to 


the indictment, culminated last 
Jan. 7, when American Beef 
and Beefland filed for Chapter 
11 bankruptcies. 


The government began call- 


ing cattle feeders in an attempt 
to prove that ABP cattle buyers 
were purchasing cattle, even 
after ABP officials told at least 
two banks to return, unpaid, 
checks that were presented for 
payment from ABP accounts.. 
The order to the banks went 
out Jan. 3, 1975, according to 
earlier testimony. 


Called to the stand were five 


Nebraskan feeders. 


Each told of how he sold and 


delivered cattle to ABP plants 
in the days just prior to the 


Hearst attorneys say 
defense not plotted 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Patricia 
Hearst's 
attorneys 


have been too immersed in 
questions that will influence a 
ruling on her mental com- 
petence even to begin plotting 
her legal defense, says one of 
her lawyers. 


"The major thrust of all our 


efforts has been to get her psy- 
chiatric aid," says Albert John- 
son. "Because of that, ques- 
tions of defense, of admission 
to bail, have all taken a back 
seat." 


U. S. District Court Judge 


Oliver J. Carter, who must rule 
whether Miss Hearst is com- 
petent to stand trial, is await- 
ing final reports today from a 
psychiatric panel he appointed 
to examine the jailed heiress. 


He has twice delayed the 


competence hearing because 
the psychiatric reports were 
not ready. As of Tuesday, the 
judge had received two final re- 
ports and postponed for at least 
one day a hearing date until re- 
maining reports are delivered. 


Three psychiatrists and one 


psychologist have been exam- 
ining Miss Hearst for more 
than one month, seeking to de- 
termine whether her attorneys 
gre right when they say she 
was brainwashed and driven 
mad by the Symbionese Liber- 
ation Army. 


"It has never been my in- 


tention or that of any member 
of the defense to have her de- 
clared incompetent," said John- 
son. "We have simply indicated 
as lawyers that she is presently 
not in a mental condition to aid 


in her own defense adequate- 
ly." 


Carter's ruling, which will be 


based on but not necessarily 
governed by the psychiatric re- 
ports, will solve one legal prob- 
lem but is sure to inspire oth- 
ers. 


If Miss Hearst is ruled com- 


petent, her attorneys may ask 
to have their own psychiatrists 
examine her. If the judge finds 
her incompetent, the method 
and location of her psychiatric 
treatment may be a subject of 
argument. 


Miss Hearst is being held on 


federal charges of bank rob- 
bery in San Francisco and state 
counts of kidnaping, assault 
and robbery in Los Angeles. 
Johnson says he has no doubt 
she will one day go to trial. 


Meanwhile, Steven Soliah, 27, 


a house painter charged with 
harboring Miss Hearst, asked 
in legal motions for access to 
"the reports of all physical and 
mental 
examinations which 


have or may be filed in the 
case of U.S. vs. Patricia Camp- 
bell Hearst." Soliah's trial is 
scheduled for Dec. 1.

Maine's Gov. Longley turns down Federal money 


AUGUSTA, Maine (AP) - 


While most American gover- 
nors are happy to grab what 
federal largesse they can get, 
James B. Longley has been 
turning away federal grants as 
fast as they're offered. 


It's 
not the only unusual 


angle about the 51-year-old gov- 
ernor, of Maine. He's the only 
une in the country without polit- 
ical affiliation. 


He's had 10 stormy months in 


office 
since his unexpected 


election as an independent over 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 


candidates. He believes Ameri- 
cans are over-governed, and 
lie's been trying to cut down on 
government for the people of 
Maine. 


Longley has turned away at 


least a dozen offers of federal 
grants — from money for law 
enforcement to money for hos- 
pital construction — and has 
declined to spend other federal 
money already allocated; for 
example, a $100,000 grant to fi- 
nance a feasibility study for 
producing melhanol (a substi- 
tute for heating oil) from wood. 


He believes that a state can 


go broke accepting ton much 
federal assistance. 


"Too often states begin pro- 


grams with federal dollars and 
then are left to continue these 
programs with state funds after 
the government backs out," 
Longley said during an inter- 
view. So he has shied away 
from grants for new projects, 
but does accept large sums of 
federal money for highways 
and for education. 


At the state level, Longley 


has cut from his biennial budg- 
et more than $6.9 million in 
services formerly provided to 
the towns and cities; among 
them welfare assistance, snow- 
plowing and road maintenance. 
He says that if the people real- 
ly want more local control, this 
is a good way to start. Because 
(if his action, many municipal- 
ities have been forced to in- 
crease their budgets to continue 
these services. 


Longley sees his philosophy 


of local autonomy as more than 
just a money saving device. He 
says it will help to renew "the 
volunteer spirit in America." 
The governor argues, for ex- 
ample, that friends, neighbors 
and churches once helped par- 
ents care for their children, but 
now impersonal public day care 
centers do the job. 


Longley is a super-active, 


athletic-looking man, thin, bal- 
ding, with a drawn look about 


Salk says man 
will overcome 
his problems 


WOODLANDS, Tex. (AP) - 


Dr. Jonas Salk, in the final ad- 
dress at a conference here on 
•the future of humanity, pic- 
tured man as "genetically pro- 
grammed" to overcome prob- 
lems and conflicts confronting 
him as he is swept ever toward 
by the undeniable forces of evo- 
lution. 


Dr. Salk, developer of the 


first polio vaccine and director 
of the Salk Institute at La Jol- 
la, Calif., said he believes con- 
flicts and problems are unavoi- 
dable in the endless march of 
man's evolution, but that these 
will not slop the continued 
growth of human enterprise. 


"If you talk about stopping 


growth, you're talking about 
stopping evolution," he said. 
"At eacli step of evolution, it 
was jjecessary to solve the dif- 
ferences" in physical, biologi- 
cal and social conflicts. 


Dr. Salk related conflicts of 


man to the problems inherent 
in the evolution of a species 
which has a constantly growing 
population and is encountering 
changing conditions. 


He said in this process values 


and beliefs and styles of living 
will change, but that man will 
adapt. 


"While I see hope that hu- 


mankind will deal with evolu- 
tionary problems, I say it on 
the faith that man is gen- 
etically programmed to do so," 
he said. 


Dr. Salk's address ended the 


three-day "Limits to Growth 
'75" conference which attracted 
more than 400 scholars, scien- 
tists and thinkers from around 
the world. They met to discuss 
the future of mankind in an ef- 
fort to more precisely define 
problems such as energy and 
materials shortages, inequity 
between rich and poor nations, 
and a constantly growing world 
population in the face of uncer- 
tain food supplies. 


Dr. Bruce M. Hannon, an as- 


sociate professor at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, was named win- 
ner Tuesday of the Mitchell 
Prize, an award given bian- 
nually for the best research pa- 
per relating to the future of 
mankind. The award included a 
$10,000 check. Dr. Hannon's pa- 
per 
was entitled 
"Energy, 


Growth and Altruism." 


Second place went to Robert 


Allen, a Swiss science writer, 
and Dr. John H. Tanton, a Pe- 
toskey, Mich., opthalmologist, 
received the third place award. 


.iiis face and bright blue eyes. 
He was a wealthy businessman 
who decided last year to run 
for governor and then resigned 
from 
the Democratic 
party 


shortly 
after 
launching his 


campaign. He charged that the 
partisan system discriminates 
against people who want to run 
as independents. 


In the business world, Long- 


ley was known as a hard-driv- 
ing insurance salesman who 
regularly sold over $1 million a 
year. He also acted as a con- 
sultant and as a director of 
banks and hospitals. Politically, 
he was unknown, and he spent 


little money on a campaign 
whose principal theme was cut- 
ting the costs of government. 
So his victory last November 
over Republican James Erwin 
and Democrat George Mitchell 
surprised nearly everyone. 


Longley took office Jan. 2, 


succeeding a Democrat, and al- 
most immediately started fight- 
ing with the Republican-con- 
trolled Senate and the Demo- 
cratic House. He became the 
first governor in 20 years to 
have a veto overridden — and 
the last being Edmund S. Mus- 
kie who had vetoed a gasoline 
tax increase. 


The legislature then went on 


to override 13 more of Long- 
ley's 26 vetoes. In Maine's his- 
tory, no other governor has ve- 
toed so many bills, or had so 
many vetoes overridden. 


Longley has done battle with 


women's groups (some say he's 
a male chauvinist), the press 
(he says the media is in- 
accurate and hostile), state em- 
ployes (he opposed pay raises 
for them, froze hiring and 
banned out-of-state travel), the 
University of Maine trustees 
(he cut their budget proposal), 
and the all-Democratic Execu- 
tive Council, required by law to 


confirm the governor's appoint- 
ments. 


"It's 
been a humbling ex- 


perience," Longley says. But 
liis varioun conflicts are not as 
frequent or explosive now as 
they were in the early days of 
his administration. And he be- 
lieves that 10 miles outside this 
state capital, there are thou- 
sands of voters who support 
him. 


"I'm not trying to make pop- 


ular decisions," he says. "I am 
trying to make decisions that 
are right." 


Until a recent illness, the 


governor frequently rose before 


dawn, jogged one or two miles, 
and went to a factory gate to 
greet workers. The factory gate 
is 
something 
Longley dis- 


covered during the campaign, 
and he considers it an excellent 
way to keep in touch with the 
people. 


He still frequents working 


class diners, and likes to feel 
he is close to Maine's working 
people — a silent mooring to 
his Depression-era childhood in 
Lewiston 
where 
his 
father 


worked as a streetcar con- 
ductor and raised five children. 


The governor also has five 


children — three daughters and 


two sons — and he jealously 
guards the 'hours he spends 
with them and the privacy of 
his family life. 


Longley continues to be a 


puzzle to botli his enemies and 
his closest supporters. 


Some department heads have 


found him aggressive, domi- 
neering and generally difficult 
to work with. Others say he's a 
prince. 


To some, lie's the driving ex- 


ecutive 
who demands per- 


fection from his staff and occa- 
sionally behaves like a tyrant. 
To others lie's the governor 
who left the official residence 


une sub-zero morning last win- 
ter and helped a janitor change 
a lire. 


• He recently flew to a remote 
section of rugged Maine woods 
to comfort the parents of a 
missing four-year-old boy, or- 
dered the National Guard to re- 
main at the scene searching 
and then returned that weekend 
with his wife to personally par- 
ticipate in the search. 


"Beneath that wool worsted 


vest there beats the heart of a 
very 
compassionate 
human 


being," said a friend. 


"The guy just lias no soul," 


said a legislator.

Juvenile aliens 


could cause U. S.- 


Mexico problems 


El PASO, Tex (AP) - The 


problem 
of illegal 
juvenile 


aliens' along the U.S-Mexico 
border is going to "grow and 
create more problems between 
the United Slates and Mexico" 
unless it is solved soon, says an 
official of the Texas Depart- 
ment of Community Affairs. 


Glenn McAlister made his 


statements here Tuesday on the 
eve of the opening of the first 
interstate Juvenile Alien Bor- 
derlands Conference attended 
by delegates from Texas, New 
Mexico, Arizona and California. 
It is intended to seek solutions 
to the problem of juvenile 
aliens crossing the border to 
commit crimes in the United 
Stales and then returning to 
Mexico to avoid prosecution. 


"I think the result of this con- 


ference is going to paint a rath- 
er graphic picture of the mag- 
nitude ' of 
the 
problem," 


McAllister said. "Our statistics 
un land research so far have 
only uncovered the tip of the 
iceberg." 


McAllister said the problem 


already is causing economic 
burdens to communities along 
the Texas border. 


In another part of the city 


Tuesday a committee from the 
Texas Youth Council also was 
holding a meeting to discuss ju- 
venile aliens. 


TYC director Forest Smith 


said that the agency cannot 
deal with the problem of juve- 
nile aliens and advocated "lo- 
cal solutions" by cities along 
the border. 


"The TYC," he said, "only 


deals with rejects from 
El 


Paso." 


He explained that "trans- 


porting a handful of Mexican 
nationals to TYC detention fa- 
cilities won't remedy local situ- 
ations". 


The meeting here was attend- 


ed by criminal justice officials 
from the Texas border area 
and three representatives from 
Juarez, the Mexican city across 
the border. 


John Arredondo, director of 


admission at the TYC's Brown- 
wood facility, expressed doubt 
about TYC's ability to deal with 
Juarez juveniles. 


"We are in a new area here," 


lie said. "It is extremely diffi- 
cult for us to provide individ- 
ualized service for the juvenile 
alien. It is difficult to find per- 
sonnel who 
can 
relate 
to 


them." 


He noted that much of the 


TYC rehabilitation program is 
based on working with parents 
of the delinquent. "This is not 
possible with the aliens," he 
staled. 


The TYC is looking at the ju- 


venile alien problem for the 
first lime. Unlil recently it was 
forbidden to accept aliens into 
its centers. The prohibition has 
been lifted and the TYC is look- 
ing at possible ways to handle 
the situation. 


Jesus P. Laurel, chief juve- 


nile probation officer at La- 
redo, also suggested local solu- 
tions.
